Trapped by smoke and . flames on 


j the top' floor 'of a three-story, wooden 


structure, containing 12 tenements, at 
11 Bro'ughion avenue, off 
Lakeview 


I avenue, four 
persons, 
a man 
and 


three ' children, were 
suffocated and 


burned to death in a. fire which swept 
through the building shortly after 11 


J o'clock last -night. 
When found, the 


• "bodies were burned to a crisp. So far 


as fatalities are concerned It. was one 
of the worst fires in the history of the 
city. 


'People living on the second and third 


| stories of. the building-, unable to make 


their escape ..by either the front or 
rear stairway, owing to the smoke 
| and flames, jumped to the ground and 


about a dozen suffered from burns and 
injuries. 
Five people were removed 


to hospitals, four to St. John's and 
one to tho l,owell Corporation hospi- 
tal, while others were attended by doo- 
| tors who arrived on the scene shortly 


after the sounding of a second alarm 
of fire. 
But' for the prompt 
and 
efficient 
work of the members of the fire de- 
partment the loss of lives and dam- 
age to property would have been very 
large. Although seriously handicapped 
by the congestion of buildings 'and 
narrow passageways In which they had 
to work, also by the smoke and flumes, 
the firemen did excellent work. 
The sounding of a second alarm 1J 
minutes after the first alarm was sent 
in brought the major portion of the 
fire apparatus to the scene, as well 
as a sjore of police officers, doctors 
and the ambulance. 
The ambulance 
made several trips to the hospitals 
and some of the Injured were hurried 
there in automobiles. 


All Were In Bed 


There were about 60 people housed 


In the 
12 tenements in tho building 
and owing to the lateness of the hour 
every one was in bed. 
The flames made such rapid head- 
way after being discovered that those 
on the second and third floors found 
it Impossible to escape without jump- 
Ing through 
windows or 
lowering 


tliemselvfis by means of ropes, or ratn- 
eij clothes lines, to the ground.

When the officers entered the ave- 


nue the flames were shooting through 
the windows on all three floors, both 
in front and the southerly side.

volumes of smoke poured

The officers attempted to enter

Hundreds of people were attracted to 


the scene by the sounding of the dou- 
ble alarm. 
Among the first to arrive 


were James Mulvey of 59 Fulton street 
and Lester Ward of S^ Fulton streec. 
These young: men attempted to enter 
the building hut were driven back by 
the smoke. They, however, with the 
assistance of John 
Nearney 
of 211 
Lakeview avenue, broke the. fall of a 
child which was dropped from a win- 
dow on the top floor. The child was 
rushed to St. John's hospital in an au- 
tomobile belonging to George L-. Dubec 
of Billericar, who was on 
the 
scene. 
Machines owned by the Red Arrow ga- 
rage, Eli Laporte and others were used 
to take people to 
the* hospitals or 
homes of friends where they received 
attention. 
A score of police officers arrived on 
the scene shortly after the sounding of 
the second alarm and there were over 
a dozen doctors on hand- 
The. police 
officers kept the crowd back so they 
would not retard the work of the fire- 
men, and the doctors rendered valuable 
assistance to many who suffered from 
slight burns and minor injuries.

the appearance of Engineer Denman of Springfield, an expert, recog- 
nized throughout New England, builder of a score of modern, durable ce- 
ment bridges, Mr. Denman set forth a proposition to build A cement 
bridge ot a cost of $80,000, and he further agreed to file bonds guaran- 
teeing tho full performance of the cbntrnct. 


For reasons best known to itself, 
tho Locks and Canals, 
Lowell's 


most philanthropic institution, opposed Mr. Denman and his plan, de- 
spite the demonstrated feasibility of the enterprise, which culminated in 
Engineer Denman's-' departure from Lowell. 


Next we find tho National Engineering Corporation, of Lowell, or- 


ganized January 3, 1916, and within a period of four months from its i n - 
corporation getting away with tho contract to build Pawtucket bridge. 
Its original bid'being about $8600 higher than 
other bids 
submitted. 


The company had never before built a bridge, yet, theso two important 
facts did not seem to concern Mayor OlDonncll very much, 
who pro- 


ceeded despite the protest of tho Commissioner of Streets to execute a 
contract with the company. The cost of tho bridge? 
Very little 
was 


snid about such an unimportant matter; that concerned only the people. 
Yet, in passing it may bo woll to mention that tliifi corporation's con. 
tracts already total approximately $133,000. Not so b»d for tho company.

teeing the full performance of the contract. 


For reasons best known to itself, 
the Locks and Canalc, 
Lowell's 


most philanthropic institution, opposed Mr. Denman and ills plan, di;- 
spite the demonstrated feasibility of the enterprise, which culminated in 
Engineer Denman's departure from Lowell. 


Next we find the National Engineering Corporation, of 
Lowell, or- 


ganized January 3, 1916, and within a period of four months from its in- 
corporation getting away with tile contract to build Pawtucket 
bridito. 


Its original bid being about $3600 higher than 
other bids 
submitted. 


The company had never before built a bridgu, yet, those two important 
facts did not seem to concern Mayor O'DonncI! very much, 
who 
pro- 


coodod despite tho protest of the Commissioner of Streets to execute a 
contract with the company. The cost of the bridge? 
Very little

said about such nn unimportant matter; that concerned only the people.

in passing it may be well to mention that this corporation's con. 


tracts already total approximately $133,COO. Not so bad for the company.
